Maybe it wasn't so funny to thi 
the others got a big laugh from this surprise appeal 
He must have had a ride something like that of Blondy 
Newman. Blondy was a carpenter who had just fi 
ing himself a small house in Chosen. When the dike burst, the 
surging flood took that house and rolled it like a barrel down 
to Belle Glade. Next morning Blondy staggered to the hotel 
looking as though he had been through a meat grinder. He had 
already got hold of some liquor and he recounted in profane 
detail how he had been tossed about with bed, dresser, chairs and 
table like a rock in & concrete mixer. Blondy was dead serious 
but it sure was comical to hear him tell it.

Cattlemen Are Better 
Protected For Winter 
With Silage Program 


If this coming winter is an- 
other cold one, Florida's cattle- 
men will be a lot better pre- 
pared than they were for the 
Cold and wet 1957-58 winter, 
reports J. O. Pearce, Jr., pre- 
sident of the Florida Cattle- 
men's Association. 

"Some who should know re- 
port that cattlemen are making 
at least four times as much hay 
and twice as much silage as they 
did last winter," Pearce said, 
|"In addition, many cattle owners 
are expanding their clover acre- 
age, and installing irrigation 
equipment, and some are plan- 
ning to plant oats and rye for 
winter grazing.” 

Biggest shortage in Florida 
last winter was roughages, 
which greater quantities of hay 
and silage will help to cure. The 
clovers and small grains (such 
as oats and rye) provide not only 
roughage but considerable pro- 
tein as well.

Since Pilgrim Days 


The turkey which struts the 
barnyard today probably would- 
n'y recognize the gobbler that 
provided the Pilgrims with their 
first Thanksgiving feast 

The resemblance between the 
two birds is comiparable to the 
"before and after” pictures 
which accompany most body- 
building advertisements. 

The pilgrim bird was a skin- 
ny, scraggly, long-legged ath- 
lete who toughened up the meat 
on his bony frame by scooting 
through the woods at a rapid 
clip. 

The modern turkey is an over- 
stuffed, full breasted beauty 
with a much larger body and 
short, meaty legs. Exercise for 
modern adult turkeys consists 
of walking around the barnyard! 
at a slow, deliberate pace. | 
Possibly the only joy a tur- 
key raiser gets from a turkey 
is counting the money after he 
gets rid of the bird. For turkeys 
have frail constitutions, miser-
